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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-18 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record does not teach or fairly suggests in combination the reordering system 
has an Enqueue processor is coupled to the memory queues and located at a 
destination processor to store a memory pointer and associated time stamp parameter 
for each of the data packets received at the destination processor in a selected memory 
queue. The memory queues are located at the destination processor. The time stamp 
logic at each source processor operates to include a time stamp parameter with each of 
the data packets transmitted from the source processors; a Dequeue processor coupled 
to several memory queues to access the memory queues and determine a selected 
memory pointer associated with a selected time stamp parameter. The Dequeue 
processor operates to process the selected memory pointer to access a selected data 
packet for output in a reordered packet stream. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Varma et al (US 5,859,835) disclose a traffic scheduling system and method for 
packet-switched communications networks where multiple sessions share an outgoing 
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communications link. Prior to transmission on the outgoing Wnk, pacl<ets are assigned a 
time-stamp and placed into a priority queue in order of ascending time-stamps so that 
the packet with the smallest time-stamp is placed at the head of the queue. 

Cyr et al (US 5,412,646) disclose a high capacity packet switch is implemented 
using an expansion module that divides an incoming packet cell into a plurality of 
segments and supplies that segments, based on their sequential order, to respective 
ones of a plurality of concentrator units contained In the expansion module. 

Turner et al (US 6,907,041) disclose a method and apparatus for fonwarding 
packets In a multi-stage interconnection network are provided which times-stamp 
packets using a substantially system-wide timing reference and a merge sorting variant 
to restore packets to the proper order, using the timestamp infomiation carried in the 
packets. 

IHenrio (US 5,127,000) discloses a re-sequencing system for a switching node.
